ILL this year’s crops suffer because 
winter was dry? Will spring and 
summer rains be skimpy too? 

Only answer we have is weather re- 
cords. Crop season rainfall following 16 
of Iowa’s dry winters is shown in the 
chart on this page. Let’s look at these 
16 seasons. 


Have March and April tended to 
be wet or dry following dry win- 
ters? 


The tendency toward either wet or 
dry is not shown clearly. After dry 
winters, nine of 16 springs have been 
wet—seven dry. No significant trend. 

But the chance of spring rains mak- 
ing up winter moisture deficiency is 
not too good. It happened in only five of 
the 16 years. Chance is about one in 
three. 

There was serious moisture deficiency 
on May 1 in half of the seasons follow- 
ing a dry winter. Deficit was two 
inches or more in eight of the years. 


Have summer rains been ade- 
quate after dry winters? Rain in 
May, June, July and August really 
makes corn crops. 


Summer months were dry 12 of 16 
times after dry winters. That indicates 
chances are three in four that our sum- 
mer will be drier than the average. 

But one summer after a dry winter 
Was the wettest on record. That was in 
1902. And in three others, 1899, 1918 
and 1947, summer rainfall was about two 
Inches over normal for summer months. 

So the 8l-year record indicates that 
summers are likely to be dry after a dry 
winter. But if a change does occur, ex- 
wemely wet seasons may result. 
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What’s the chance that all mois- 
ture deficiency will be made up in 
spring and summer. 


In only four years after dry winters 
has the moisture deficiency been wiped 
out by September 1. Chances seem to 
be three to one against it. 

Five of 16 seasons beginning with a 
dry winter have been extremely dry. 
Deficiency from December 1, 1933, to 
September 1, 1934, was over eight 
inches. In five other years, the rainfall 
for the nine-month period was over four 
inches below normal. 


But what kind of corn crops after 
dry winters? Were they all bad? 


Not at all. Corn crops in nine of the 
16 seasons after dry winters were very 
good. One, 1920, could be called a 
bumper crop. 

Seven, however, were well below av- 
erage corn crops and could be described 
as poor. One, 1934, was very bad. 

The explanation for frequent good 
corn crops in dry years is that other 


factors besides rainfall affect corn crops. 
Heat and humidity, for instance. 

Dry seasons are disastrous to- corn 
crops only when the summer heat is ex- 
treme and the air is very dry. 

Good distribution of rainfall can also 
make a good corn crop in a dry season. 
One July rain is worth two or three in 
May or June. 


Let’s look at corn crops and dry 
winters from another angle. What 
kind of winters preceded the 10 
worst corn crops since 1890? 


The years are listed in the table be- 
low. Iowa average corn yield was not 
above 35 bushels in any of the 10 years. 

The interesting thing is that eight of 
10 bad corn seasons were preceded by a 
dry winter. 

So it appears that there is some con- 
nection between dry winters and dry 
crop seasons to follow. Dry winter may 
be a. predisposing factor, at least. 


Then is the dry winter something 
to be scared about? 


It might be well to save all of the 
water runoff and moisture evaporation 
that you can. Keep some corn in re- 
serve if you have it. But remember that 
we might have a good corn crop despite 
the dry winter. It has happened more 
than_ half the time.

If you need a corn loan next fall, 


you'd better cut. Only those who 
comply with acreage cuts will get a 
Joan. 

That’s what Joe Ziller of Wright 
county Iowa, is thinking about. He 
has a lot of corn under seal now. 
He may need to seal some corn next 
fall. . 

“I'd rather not take the corn acre- 
age cut. Seems to me it’s a mistake. 
But I might want the loan.” 


Youll Need Storage 


IF THE RAINS come when they should 
this spring and summer, farmers will 
need more storage space. For both corn 
and soybeans. And on the farm and in 
CCC bins. 

It looks now like a carry-over of 900 
million bushels of corn next fall. 

With just an average corn crop in 
1954, storage space will be scarce. Start 
planning now. ; 

What about CCC bins? You remember 
it was like pulling teeth to get needed 
bins out of Benson and Morse last 
summer. Some of the men who helped 
get those extra bins for CCC have left 
USDA. That will make the job still 
harder. 

Our guess is that CCC bins will be 
scarce next fall and that farmers may 
have to wait to deliver 1953 loan corn. 
We hope we're wrong. 

But better play safe. Plan to have 
storage enough to take care of your 
needs on your own farm. 


Your Big Mistake 


BE SURE to read the letters on page 36 
on “My Greatest Mistake.”” Farm people 
tell what they did wrong and would like 
to do over. 

Most of the letters deal with personal 
matters, with relations with other peo- 
ple. For every farmer who wishes he 
had handled his hogs differently, there 
are two who wish they had tried some- 
thing else with their boys and girls—or 
their wives. 

Do we know more about hog feeding 
and corn raising than we do, about liv- 
ing with our neighbors and our own 
families? 
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lke Vs. McCarthy 


“IN OPPOSING Communism, we are de- 
feating ourselves, if either by design or 
thru carelessness, we use methods that 
do not conform to the American sense 
of justice and fair play.” 

This is President Eisenhower’s rebuke 
to Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin. Why 
the president is concerned can be made 
clear by a hundred examples. 

Take Fort Monmouth, for instance. 
Here a McCarthy “investigation” pro- 
duced a lot of headlines about spies. As 
it turned out, no spies were discovered. 
The army had started a thoro investiga- 
tion before McCarthy took hold and re- 
ported later: “We have been unable to 
discover anything relating to espionage.” 

But the McCarthy “investigation” had 
other results. Walter Millis reported 
them in the Republican New York Her- 
ald Tribune. Millis, commenting on the 
discouragement of government workers 
at being exposed to unfounded accusa- 
tions, says: 

“This really vital and sensitive mili- 
tary installation has been wrecked— 
more thoroly than any Soviet saboteur 
could have dreamed of doing it—by the 
kind of anti-Communism of which Sen- 
ator McCarthy had made himself the 
leader and champion.”

OME farmers are writing to their 

congressmen and saying, “Don’t pass 
the Benson farm bill.” This is pretty 
good advice as far as it goes, but it isn’t 
enough. 

Congressmen should be voting for a 
good farm program as well as against a 
bad one. They would appreciate being 
told what you would like them to vote 
for. 

What should that be? On the basis 
of what farmers have reported to us thru 
the Wallace-Homestead Poll, we’d pick 
the following points: 

1. Expand the market for livestock 
products. After all, the Corn Belt 
gets the big end of its living from 
livestock. Iowa farmers get 84 per- 
cent of their money from this 
source. So farmers would like to 
have a federal food stamp program 
to get more meat, milk and eggs to 
folks who need this help. And a 
good many farmers want produc- 
tion payments if necessary to keep 
dairy products from dropping still 
farther. 

2. Expand the market for exports. 
This means skillful use of give- 
away programs, as well as sales 
campaigns. It means a special ef- 
fort to move wheat.

happens as a result of McCarthy investi- 
gations. It is this kind of thing that 
President Eisenhower is objecting to. 

Congressional investigating commit- 
tees can do and have done important and 
useful work. But not by staging a circus 
at hearings and not by intimidating wit- 
nesses or violating the bill of rights of 
our constitution. 


What About Coffee? 


NOT LONG AGO Brazil had as much of 
a coffee surplus as we have a wheat sur- 
plus now. Now the coffee surplus has 
turned into a shortage. What has hap- 
pened? 

Coffee consumption is increasing. So 
is coffee production. But consumption 
is going up faster than production. 

Since 1948, the world has used up each 
year more coffee than was raised in the 
same year. Starting with a big reserve, 
coffee stocks have been whittled down 
year after year. 

That’s why the price is up. Probably 
Speculation helped a bit. But the basic 
fact is that demand caught up with sup- 
ply. 

For farm women, the moral seems 
clear enough. Drink your coffee at home, 
where the price is two cents a cup. Not 
at restaurants at 10 and 15 cents.

3. Make production control really 
work by taking diverted acres out 
of production for market. Use a 
soil conservation base instead of 
the historical base. 


Up until now, Secretary Benson has 
given little help-in expanding livestock 
markets. Instead, he is lowering sup- 
ports on dairy products and is appar- 
ently trying to get plenty of cheap feed 
produced in 1954. This means lower 
prices of hogs, beef, cattle and eggs next 
year. 

On export sales, Benson, needled by 
the Farm Bureau, is making an effort. 
Give him credit for that. 

On production control, Benson is fail- 
ing. The present program—according 
to his own admission—won’t reduce 
feed grain supplies. 

Worst of all, Secretary Benson has the 
delusion that by lowering supports he'll 
get farmers to cut production. If you 
lower the price of corn and raise the 
price of beans, you'll get more beans, 
that’s true. But if you lower the price 
of everything, will farmers cut produc- 
tion on everything? They never have. 

See what happens this year with 80 
percent supports on soybeans instead 
of 90 percent and with 75 percent sup- 
ports on dairy products instead of 90 
percent. 

When you write to your congressman, 
say, “The Corn Belt’s business is live 
stock. We want a farm program that 
helps our business.” 
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We Move Too Often 


HAVE YOU ever stopped to think how 
different your neighborhood is than 
when you first moved into it? Some folks 
have moved away. Some folks have 
moved in. Once in a while you have to 
stop to think to remember just who 
your neighbors are these days. 

One of the troubles in building good 
farms is that folks move too often. In 
Iowa, for instance, the average farm 
changes operators every six years and 
changes ownership every 12 years. Since 
this is the average, it means that there 
are a good many farms that change orer- 
ators every two or three years. 

But if you think that farmers are rest- 
less, you ought to look at city people. 
Of farm people, for the whole United 
States, 13.3 percent changed houses in 
one year. But 20.7 percent of urban 
folks had moved. 

For city people, moving around doesn’t 
seem to hurt much. But it takes a 
farmer three or four years to get settled 
and get a sound rotation working. For 
him—and for his land—Ben Franklin’s 
warning still holds good: “Three moves 
are as bad as a fire.” 


Against Benson Plan 


DON’T TAKE Benson’s advice. This is 
the recommendation of the senate-house 
economic committee on farm programs. 
This bi-partisan committee, headed by a 
Republican, said: 

“In spite of the fact that agricultural 
income has fallen, there is reason to be- 
lieve that the proposals contained in the 
(president’s) economic report may ac- 
tually place the farm family in a worse 
position in the short run. 

“Whatever the merits of flexible sup- 
ports and modern parity may or may not 
be as a long-run program, it is question- 

ble whether their contribution at this 
time will act to sustain farm income in 
the months immediately ahead when the 
threat to our economic stability is so 
generally recognized.”

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PECIALIZE in one kind of livestock? 
Or diversify? Which way should 
you go? 

“We're moving toward more special- 
ization—particularly in dairying” de- 
clares Lyle Van Auken of Keokuk coun- 
ty, lowa. 

Quality production is a “must,” he 
reasons. That requires good equipment. 
And you can’t afford to own that equip- 
ment with a small herd. 

So in an effort to raise his total pro- 
duction per unit of cost. Van Auken is 
expanding his dairy herd. The bigger 
herd plus a few hogs will take all the 
feed produced on his 160-acre farm. He’s 
specializing. 


“Rising costs are forcing us to 
specialize,” says John Christianson, 
Wayne county, Iowa, beef and hog 
farmer. 


Efficiency is the key to farming profits 
these days. And specialization is one 
way to get more return for every dollar 
spent, Christianson reasons 

He quit raising sheep several years 
ago. And he got rid of his milk cows 

“Still there are times when I think 
that I’m spread out too much,” Chris- 
tianson says. 

“I don’t think a man should be afraid 
to specialize if it looks like that’s where 
he can make money,” adds Earl Salter- 
herg of Jefferson county, Iowa. 

Salterberg emphasizes hog _ produc- 
tion. He raises about 40 litters a year 
on his 120-acre farm. A few beef cows 
utilize his roughage. 

Specialization requires less variety of 
buildings and equipment, Salterberg 
points out. And chances are vou can do 
a better job of raising hogs. for example, 
if you can spend most of your time with 
them. 

On the other side of the question 

“IT want to keep my operation diversi- 
fied,” says William Eno of Cerro Gordo 
county, lowa. 


Kno feeds cattle, raises hogs, keeps 
000 laying hens and a few milk cows 

Diversification gives you chance to 
pread price and disease risks And it 
enables vou to utilize labor more effi 
ciently the year around, Eno argues. 


“I’ve seen some years when | wished 
that I was out of one thing and had more 
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of another,” says Fred Klopfenstein of 
Henry county, Iowa. “But I can’t always 
look ahead and tell what’s going to 
happen. No, I don’t want all my eggs 
in one basket.” 

Klopfenstein raises hogs and feeds 
cattle on his 520-acre farm. And he 
produces around 10,000 turkeys per year 
—even keeps a turkey breeding flock. 

“I can’t see that I would be ahead in 
trying to specialize any more than I am 
now,”’ says Claire Wemer of Mahaska 
county, lowa. “My various operations 
are big enough to utilize equipment effi- 
ciently. And we know that over the 
years it pays-to spread your risks.” 

Wemer keeps a herd of 30 milk cows. 
He raises 450 to 500 hogs and feeds 30 
to 40 beef cattle a year. He figures that

he needs the different kinds of livestock 
to utilize roughages produced on his 270- 
acre cash-rented farm. 

It isn’t hard to find clashing opinions 
on the subject of specialization versus 
diversification. But most farmers will 
agree that there are advantages as well 
as disadvantages in both. 


Biggest advantage of specializa- 
tion is the possibility of greater effi- 
ciency. 


The specialized farmer often can pro- 
duce a better product at a lower cost per 
unit than the man who is trying to work 
with several kinds of livestock. 

Specialization may give you a chance 
to get along with fewer buildings, fences 
and other such investments. That can 
help hold costs down. 

Added to that the specialized farmer 
can become an expert in his field. He 
has the time to develop the “know how” 
that’s necessary to do a top-notch job 

On the other hand, the specialized 
farmer may be in a position to be 
wrecked by a drop in price of the prod- 
uct which he turns out. Or a disease out- 
break might ruin him 

Also to be considered is the over-all 
farm operation. Greater efficiency in 
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one line of livestock production might 
be offset if the farmer can’t make best 
use of grain, roughage and labor that’s 
available on his farm. 


Biggest advantage of diversifica- 
tion is that it spreads risks. The di- 
versified farmer often can hedge 
his losses. 


For example, some farmers who lost 
money on cattle last year have made it 
back recently on hogs. In some years, 
milk checks have kept farmers in the 
black—even if they lost money on other 
livestock. 

Diversification often gives you a bet- 
ter chance to make full use of labor. At 
certain stages, some livestock doesn’t 
require a lot of care. 

On the other hand, it’s easy to neglect 
some livestock in a diversified program. 

“Sometimes you can get too many 
irons in the fire. And some of them may 
get cold before you get to them,” admits 
Klopfenstein. ; 

Admittedly there are advantages in 
both specialization and diversification. 
So what should you do? 

Weigh the advantages against disad- 
vantages. Then consider the kind of 
farm you have and the amount of money 
and labor that you have to work with. 

Farmers mentioned earlier empha- 
sized that point in one way or another. 

Personal likes and dislikes enter the 
picture, too. If you don’t like to work 
with a certain kind of livestock, it might 
be best to leave it alone. 

“I like to work with sheep,” explains 
Robert Thompson, Benton county, Iowa, 
dairy farmer. He considers his flock of 
40 ewes a profitable sideline. 

Carl Malone, farm economist at Iowa 
State College, makes another point that 
should be considered. 


Specialization may pay very well 
during inflation, Malone says. But it 
may not work out so well when 
prices are weak. 


In a recent issue of Farm Science, 
Malone suggests: “Farmers lacking good 
balance among their enterprises should 
move to correct this weakness.”

Pigs not hurt if fed right; sow shrink 


saved ... re-breeding can be speeded up 


LD PIG feeding and weaning 

methods are being junked. 
Some hog raisers have already 
adopted new systems. More 
changes are proposed. 

So maybe the whole baby pig 
management problem should be 
re-examined. Let’s look at the 
old and the new. 

Old method was to wean pigs 
at about eight weeks. If farm 
work was pressing, it might be 
even later. 

This old weaning method 
was wasteful. Sows lost lots 
of weight. They couldn't be 
re-bred early for fall pigs. 
If sold, sows often hit a later 
and lower market. 


And pigs didn’t gain rapidly 
when chasing old sows for the 
last drop of milk. Pig feeding 
during the suckling period was 
often neglected. 

As the old methods wese 
abandoned, it was proposed that 
pigs be weaned at two or three 
days. Feed artificial sow’s milk 
and handle pigs in the baby 
chick manner. 

That can be dene. It’s been 
proved on farms and at experi- 
ment stations. But it’s not prac- 
tical under farm conditions. 

Weaning at a few days is for 
the experts. It is not for busy 
farmers who may have poor 
equipment. 

Sow’s milk replacer, how- 
ever, is a valuable invention, 
It can supplement sow’s milk 
where litters are too large 
for the sow. It can save or- 
phan pigs. 

And artificial sow’s milk can 
be used to make weaning much 
earlier. Maybe at about five 
weeks. This is the latest idea in 
pig weaning. 

Some experiment stations have 
weaned pigs at five weeks with 
results comparable to eight 
weeks weaning. 
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Some farmers have weaned at 
five weeks. Reports are that 
some were successful. Others 
lost some pigs. 


It can be said that weaning 
at five weeks is much less 
likely to get you in trouble 
than is weaning at a few 
days. But there are certain 
requirements for success. 


First, you must prevent ane- 
mia and filth infections. Only 
healthy pigs can get along with- 
out a mother at five weeks. And 
some say pigs must weigh about 
20 pounds. 

Anemia can be prevented by 
keeping clean sod before pigs in 
the first weeks. Or by giving 
iron or copper solutions or tab- 
lets. Clean hog houses, clean 
sows and clean ground will pre- 
vent parasite and disease infec- 
tions. 

Then pigs must have palatable 
feed. They must be taught to eat 
early. At first, give them any 
feed that will tempt them to 
begin eating. 

Baby pig feed must have 
high quality protein, And it 
must be fortified with vita- 
mins and antibiotics for sat- 
isfactory results. 


The high quality proteins will 
usually be provided by artificial 
sow’s milk or by milk products 
from some other source. This is 
important for baby pigs. 

If pigs are weaned at five 
weeks, the next five or six weeks 
are still important. But some 
changes in feed can be made. 

Protein can be a little lower in 
percentage. And ordinary pro 
tein feeds can gradually replace 
the milk proteins, or proteins 1" 
artificial sow’s milk.

for FLIES 


Malathion is safe and ‘easy to use. 


It kills those DDT-resistant flies 


VV ALATHION may be the fiy- 
. killing chemical you’vebeen 
waiting for. 

Recommended for use on farms 
this year by ‘entomologists at 
Iowa State College, the new 
chemical kills DDT-resistant flies. 
It’s safe and easy to use, and the 
cost is reasonable. 

College workers suggest 
application of malathion as 
a residual spray. You can 
use it inside all barns and 
around all buildings. Its use 
inside dairy barns has been 
okayed by “the Food and 
Drug Administration, 


However, malathion is not ap- 
proved for use in milk houses or 
on dairy cows. Nor should you 
spray it on any other animals. 

How long after application will 
malathion keep killing flies? 
Seven to 10 days, say Iowa State 
College entomologists. 

Some experiment stations say 
they’ve doubled the residual ef- 
fect of malathion by adding five 
pounds of sugar to each 10 gal- 
lons of spray. 

What rate of application is 
recommended? Use a spray con- 
taining one to 1.25 percent mal- 
athion. Make application at the 
rate of one gallon per 1,000 
square feet of surface. 

USDA entomologists also have 
obtained effective fly control by 
mixing the dry form of malathion 
with sugar. They sprinkled the 
mixture over floors of buildings. 

Malathion is an organic phos- 
phate compound. It isn’t the only 
phosphate compound that kills 
DDT-resistant flies, but it’s safer 
to use than other insecticides 
containing phosphate. 

“Most organic phosphates are 
quite poisonous to animals ans 
humans,” explains Dr. Harold 
Gunderson, extension entomol- 
ogist at lowa State College. “But 
malathion has very low toxicit}

cides to handle.” 


entomologists call mala- 
“one of the safest insecti- 


But like any other insecticide, 
malathion should be handled 
with caution. Repeated exposure 
might be harmful to humans. 

Here’s a list of precautions to 
follow with malathion: 

1. Don’t use it in your milk 
room or in dwellings. 

2. Don’t apply it on feed or 
food products. 

3. Remove animals and poultry 
from btildings before treating. 

4. Don’t leave within reach of 
children. 

Will malathion replace the fiy 
killers you’ve beerf using? Not 
necessarily. 

Insecticides such as lindane, 
methoxychlor, DDT and _ the 
synergized pyrethrins still have 
their places. 

Remember that methoxychlor 
can be used on animals and DDT 
can be used on all except dairy 
cows; but malathion isn’t recom- 
mended for use on livestock. 

Another point to remember is 
that the residual effect of mal- 
athion is not as great as that of 
some of the other fly-killing in- 
secticides. 

“Methoxychlor has been doing 
a good job the last few years,” 
says Gunderson. “Applied in 
May, we sometimes get as much 
as four weeks residual effect. 
That’s about three times as long 
as malathion is effective.” 

ActuaHy, Gunderson doubts 
that there are many farms on 
which flies have developed re- 
sistance and he believes olde 
insecticides still are effective if 
combined with good sanitation. 

“We still don’t have a 
chemical that’s the complete 
answer to fly control,” Gun- 
derson declares, “Sanitation 
still is one of the keys to ef- 
fective fly control.” 


Get rid of manure piles and 
destroy fly breeding places, Gun- 
derson advises. That’s the first 
and most important step in any 
fly control program. When that’s 
done, insecticides have a chance 
to be most effective.

USDA says comment on 
proposed changes in names 
for hog gradeg has not fa- 
vored the changes. So the 
present grade names will be 
used until more satisfactory 
names can be developed, 


Proposal would have made the 
following changes: Choice No. 1 
changed to “Meat,” Choice No. 2, 
changed to “Good,” and Choice 
No. 3, changed to “Overfat.” No 
changes were suggested for the 
grade names—Medium and Cull. 

Of comment received by USDA 
only 22 percent favored the 
changes as proposed. Twenty- 
one percent approved of some of 
the proposed changes, but sug- 
gested additional modifications. 
Thirty-two percent favored the 
present grade names. The re- 
maining comments, about 23 per- 
cent, did not favor either the pro- 
posed changes or the grade 
names now being used.

A USDA report shows tliat 
the average size of 1953 corn 
loans in lowa was $2,154.

Hormone Makes Cows 
Let Down Milk 


Recent Wisconsin tests in- 
dicate that some cows hold 
back up to 20 percent of their 
milk. And those cows often 
are the cows which “dry up” 
too early, 

Wisconsin workers succeeded 
in making cows “let down” the 
rest of their milk by injecting a 
hormone, called oxytocin. 

The hormone injections in- 
creased production of low-pro- 
ducing cows.

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Early Pasture 
From Oats 


Oats can be mudded in if 
you use them for early pas- 
ture. * 


“No need to do a lot of seedbed 
preparation,” says W. O. Scott of 
the University of Illinois. 

Go ahead and broadcast oats 
for pasture on wet land. If the 
land stays wet, the oats will grow 
without being covered. If the 
land drys off, the oats can be 
disked in then. 

“Don’t worry about’ corn 
stalks, either,” says Scott. “You 
won't need to plow them under 
or disk them before seeding oats 
for pasture.” 

Scott recommends two bushels 
of oats per acre for drilling. Or 
about three bushels when broad- 
cast for pasture. 





More Rain From 
Cloud Seeding? 


Will cloud seeding make 
more rain fall? University of 
Missouri research is aimed at 
finding out. 


A five year study starts this 
spring. Qn the basis of weather 
information, some clouds will be 
seeded. Then the cloud will be 
traced as it moves thru a several 
hundred square mile area dotted 
with rain gauges. Air samples 
will be taken to follow the exact 
distribution of the seeding mate- 
rial thru the test area. i 

Amount of rainfall falling in 
the test area can be determined 
from the many gauges. If cloud 
seeding works, more rain will 
fall along the path of the seeded 
clouds. 





Fertilizer Band 
Helps Seeding 


Band seeding for grasses 
and legumes has given good 
results in USDA tests. 


Fertilizer was drilled in bands 
about an inch and a quarter be- 
neath the soil surface. Then seed 
was drilled about a quarter-inch 
deep directly above the band of 
fertilizer. 

Seedlings over the fertilizer 
bands grew faster. And weeds 
were more of a problem where 
fertilizer had been broadcast. 

Extra growth of band seeded 
legumes reduced winter-kill. 

Exact placement of fertilizer 
proved important. When band 
was placed one inch below and 
one inch to the side of the seed, 
early growth of seedlings was 
less. 

The method is worth watching. 
But there’s still some question 
about whether the added equip- 
ment would pay out on most 
Corn Belt farms.

Fertilizer and lime work together 


for biggest yields of farm crops 


ERTILIZERS have climbed 

into the center of farmers’ 
attention. It’s hard to ignore 
big boosts in yield. 

But don’t let fertilizer crowd 
out lime as a part of better 
farming. Fertilizer is no substi- 
tute for-lime. Nor is lime a 
substitute for fertilizer. 

As fertilizer pushes crop 
yields up, more lime is pulled 
out of the soil by the bigger 
crops. 

For example, a 100 bushel corn 
crop needs about 100 pounds of 
lime. When the crop is removed 
as silage, about 70 pounds of 
lime goes with it as calcium in 
the grain and stover. 

Legumes generally gobble up 
lime. Put up four tons of gifalfa 
hay, and you’ve taken off more 
than 300 pounds of lime. Most 
other legumes can get by with a 
little less. 

Every time you selt a 1,000 
pound steer, charge off about 32 
pounds of lime. Every time you 
sell livestock or harvest a crop, 
some lime goes with it. 

Erosion may carry away about 
250 pounds of lime a year. 

Leaching losses may average 
even more. Probably from 200 to 
over 500 pounds a year. 

So lime is getting away from 
us. Why do we need it anyway? 

1. Lime corrects soil acidity. 
Most farm crops grow better on 
near neutral or slightly acid 
soils. Lime is especially impor- 
tant for alfalfa and sweet clover. 

Tests on some Iowa soils show 
a five bushel increase in corn 
yields due to lime. Wheat and 
oats were increased three to four 
bushels. 

It is hard to show just how 
much of such an increase is due 
to reduced soil acidity and how 
much to the extra calcium avail- 
able. 

Some plant diseases are less 
common on well-limed soils. But 
for potato scab, it works the 
other way. 

2. Lime supplies calcium, Cal- 
cium is a plant food. 
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Plenty of calcium means better 
root systems. One symptom of 
calcium shortage is short root 
system. 

Calcium is essential for both 
plant and animal growth. It is 
associated in some way with for- 
mation of proteins. And it plays 
a major part in structure. Bones 
in animals contain a lot of cal- 
cium. Cell walls in plants are 
strengthened by calcium com- 
pounds. 

Without calcium, plants de- 
velop only until they have used 
up the calcium in the seed. 

3. Lime encourages activity of 
soil bacteria. The more acid the 
soil, the less bacterial activity. 
Fungi and other organisms take 
Over as soil gets more acid. 

When-soils are well limed, bac- 
teria which produce nitrates and 
which fix nitrogen have a better 
chance. Under these conditions, 
organic matter breaks down in a 
way that gives the most humus. 

4. Lime improves soi] struc- 
ture. There is some direct im- 
provement in structure of many 
heavy soils by adding lime. But 
most of the structure improve- 
ment comes thru greater growth 
of crops. That means more resi- 
dues are left to go into the soil. 
And with lime encouraging activ- 
ity of bacteria, these residues can 
break down into humus. 

5. Lime makes plant foods 
more available. Acid soils have 
more iron and aluminum in sol- 
uble form. As a result, phos- 
phates can be tied up in a form 
plants can’t use. 

With lime, this situation can 
be reversed. Magnesium and 
potash may be made more avail- 
able, too. 

However, overliming may be 
just as bad. Too much lime can 
tie up phosphate in another form 
—but one just as unavailable. It 
can bring a shortage of iron and 
boron, too. 

Both manure and fertilizer are 
more efficient on well limed soils. 
A soil test is the best way 
determine how much lime your 
fields need.

Save more water 


for crops 


Most soil saving practices will also 
save water that can be used by crops 


OIL CONSERVATION prac- 

tices do more than save soil. 

They save water, too. 

Soil samples show that sub- 
soil is dry down to depths of 
three to eight feet in most of 
Iowa and northern Missouri. 
Northern edge of Iowa seems 
better fixed for reserve moisture. 

Average rainfall won’t' be 
enough to fill this soil reservoir. 
But any moisture saved means 
more safety factor. 

A dry layer of soil that won’t 
get soaked up forces crops to 
live off rain that falls during the 
season. There’s no dipping into 
reserves built up by fall rains. 


Corn can use just over an 
inch of water a week during 
July and August. An extra 
inch of water stored in the 
soil can mean getting by a 
week longer without rain. 


But how can you save that 
extra inch of rain? 

lowa State College tests in 
western Iowa give one answer. 
Corn was planted different ways 
on fields in a corn—oats with 
sweet clover catch crop rotation. 

Here’s what happened from 
1948 thru 1952: 

Corn planted up and down the 
hill let over 30 tons of soil per 
acre get away each year. Maxi- 
mum permissible soil loss set by 
soil conservation specialists is 
about five tons. 

With the soil went more than 


four inches of run off water. * 


Enough to last corn the better 
part of a month. 

Contouring cut soil loss to just 
over 10 tons. And water loss 
to two and three-fourths inches. 
That’s about an inch and a quar- 
ter of water saved. 

Contour listing did even bet- 
ter. Soil loss was only three 
and a third tons per acre per 
year. And water saved amounted 
to about two and one-half inches. 

Contour listing doesn’t fit all 
areas. But there’s no reason not 
to get the benefit from contour- 
ing sloping land. Strip cropping 
and terracing can help, too. 

“This year, it should be easy 
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to cut water losses,” says Frank 
Schaller, of Iowa State College. 
“With dry subsoil, more of the 
water penned up behind contours 
and terraces should soak into 
the soil quickly.” 

Farmers who have tried con 
servation practices agree that 
they save both water and soil. 

Kenneth Kerr of Fayette coun- 
try, lowa, says, “You can save a 
lot of water with contours, strip 
cropping and _ terraces. Corn 
fields planted up and down the 
hill can be cultivated a half day 
earlier than fields on the con- 
tour.” 

“That’s proof that more water 
gets into the soil. Every contour 
row acts like a little terrace. It 
slows down the water so it has 
time to soak in,” he adds. 

Bob Hangartner of Clayton 
county, Iowa, supports that view. 
“There’s no doubt that strip crop- 
ping saves water. And that could 
be a_mighty important part of 
farming this year,” he says. 

If you need conservation prac- 
tices, this is a good time to start 
them. They’ll pay off in soil 
saved. Extra moisture saved for 
the limited soil reserve could 


prove a big bonus.

Pigs eat starter 
at what age? 


Depends on palatability and sow’s milk 


flow. 


“They talk about getting 
pigs to eat starter feed at five 
or six days,” says a Louisa 
county, Lowa, hog producer. 
“But I can’t do it. It’s usually 
pretty close to two weeks be- 
fore my pigs eat enough to 
notice.” 

I OW soon should your baby 
pigs start eating dry feed? 
Answer: The sooner the better. 
They need antibiotics and min- 
erals found in good pig starters. 
And starter feed will keep pigs 
when milk flow 


growing sow’s 


drops off. 


But lots of farmers are re- 
porting experiences similar 
to the one from Louisa coun- 
ty. What’s the trouble? 


Palatability, of taste appeal, of 
your starter feed can make a 
difference, according to swine ex- 
perts at Iowa State College. 

Ray Field of Worth county, 
Iowa, agrees. Last year, he was 
having trouble getting his pigs 
to eat starter feed. So he put six 
different starter feeds before his 
pigs. Day after day, Field’s pigs 
cleaned up one of the feeds be- 
fore they touched others. 

“But it didn’t work that way 
for some of\my neighbors,” Field 
admits. “After hearing about 
my experience, they tried the 
same feed. But their pigs didn’t 
eat it any sooner than some other 
feeds.” 

It’s a fact that there are a 
number of good pig starters on 
the market. But some may have 
more taste appeal than others. 
What makes a pig starter palat- 
able? 

“I’ve found that pigs will eat 
hulled or rolled oats about as 
soon as anything,” says Lyle 
Lewis of Winnebago county, 
Iowa. Pig feeding experts at 
lowa State College agree. In 
fact, they suggest that hulled or 
rolled oats should make up 20 to 
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But 


start creep-feeding early 


50 percent of the starter ration. 

Sugar is another ingredient 
that appeals to baby pigs. 

Pigs also like milk byproducts 
and soybean oilmeal—when they 
are included in the starter feed 
mix. 

But suppose you have a starter 
feed that’s highly palatable—and 
still pigs don’t eat it. That’s hap- 
pening to some farmers. 

“Don’t worry about it,” advises 
Russell Anderegg, Cerro Gordo 
county, lowa, feeder pig produc- 
er. He figures pigs will start eat- 
ing dry feed if they’re hungry. 

“With gilts, I’ve had pigs eat- 
ing starter at five or six days,” 
Anderegg says. “But some of my 
pigs from  heavy-milking old 
sows haven’t eaten enough start- 
er feed to amount to anything 
until they were two to three 
weeks old.” 

“This business of trying to 
force a pig to eat is foolish,” 
Anderegg declares. “Main thing 
is to be sure pigs have feed out 
so they can get it if they want it.” 


Here are some suggestions 
that may help get your pigs 
to eat starter at an early age: 


@ Use a palatable feed, highly 
fortified with antibiotics and 
trace minerals. 

@ Self-feed in a creep—from 
five or six days of age to weal 
ing. 

@ Don’t hide the starter! Put 
the self-feeder in a sunny or W ell- 
lighted spot where pigs will have 
to walk by it several times 4 
day. 

@ Keep clean, fresh water be- 
fore pigs at all times. Too little 
water will limit feed consump 
tion. 

You can wean pigs earlier ‘ 
at heavier weights if they get ¢ 
good starter feed. Sow’s milk 
flow usually slackens when pls» 
are a few weeks old. And a milk 
shortage is likely to stunt plé 
growth unless a starter is fed.

this year? 


Should answer these questions before 


you say 


GROULS you buy that new 
tractor, baler, 

picker (or whatever the case 
may be) this year? 

It costs good money to buy 
machinery—and to own it. But 
good equipment is one of the 
keys to up-to-date, profitable 
farming. 

So the question of machinery 
investment has to be faced when 
rising costs are choking profits. 

There’s no quick and easy an- 
swer. In fact, the answer in your 
case might be exactly the oppo- 
site from that in your neighbor’s 
case. Both might be correct. 

If you're thinking about 
buying machinery, E. G. 
Stoneberg, fieldman for the 
Western lowa Farm Busi- 
ness Association, “suggests 
that you ask yourself three 
questions: 


1. Will the new machine make 
a more efficient job of farming 
possible? That is: Will it en- 
able you to get a higher return 
from other resources—such as 
land, labor and money that you 
might already have invested in 
seecl and fertilizer? Will it en- 
able you to produce more at a 
lower cost per unit? 

2. Is there another place in 

your farm business where the 
money which you're thinking of 
spending for a new machine 
might be spent to get a greater 
return? Maybe you can make 
more money by investing in 
fertilizer, livestock feed—or a 
different machine. 
3. Is the new machine a lux- 
ury? If so, can you afford the 
luxury? Labor-saving equipment 
can be profitable. But unless 
you use the labor saved by the 
machine to produce something 
else, the machine is a luxury. In 
other words: If a new machine 
permits you to stay in bed an 
hour later each morning, it’s ; 
luxury. Luxuries are nice to 
have. But if yvou’re trying to cut 
costs, you may have to forego 
some luxuries. 

Here’s a point that should be

“no” —or before saying “yes” 


emphasized: Doing without new 
machinery isn’t the only way to 
hold down your machinery costs. 

In fact, doing without new ma- 
chinery might increase costs. 
That's particularly true if there’s 
danger of big repair bills on old 
machinery. Or if doing without 
machinery might cut production 
—as might be the case if you 
don’t have equipment to tend or 
harvest crops when the work 
should be done. 

Some farmers are holding ma- 
chinery costs down by owning 
little-used or  high-investment 
machinery in partnership with 
neighbors. 

For example: Richard F. John- 
son of Polk county, lowa, has 
kept his machinery investment 
down ky owning a $600 grain 
drill in partnership with Ed 
Honnold, a neighbor. Johnson 
also shares ownership of a $1,600 
forage chopper with Nels Lund, 
another neighbor. 

Johnson and Honnold trade 
work on an acre-for-acre basis 
during combining and cornpick- 
ing. Johnson own the combine. 
Honnold owns the picker. 

Repair bills also are a part ol 
the cost of machinery. Maybe 
you can hold them down. 

Otto Kuehl of Crawford coun- 
ty, lowa, usually has a low fg 
ure for repair expenses when he 


balance his books. 


Kuehl’s formula: Always 
take good care of machinery. 
Don’t overload, or operate 
tuo fast. Then, even tho 
some machines are old, 
breakdowns will be few. Dur- 
ing winter, Kuehl takes time 
to check and repair ma- 
chinery. It’s in tip-top shape 
when he heads for the field. 
One point seems obvious: You 

shouldn’t do without machiner) 
simply for the sake of cutting 
costs. But before you buy new 
machinery, consider what the 
investment will do for you 
business—and compare with 
what the same money might do 
if spent in another place.

How’s Your Grass 
Silage Quality? 
Check 
quality now—as a way of 
evaluating the kind of job 
you did last summer in har- 
vesting and storing the feed. 
Iowa State College special- 
ists list these pointers on 
grass silage quality: 


your grass silage 


Color and odor are good indi- 
cators of what happened in the 


silo. Good grass silage is green 
and has a clean odor. Dark color 
and a “tobacco” odor usually 
mean that the silage has been 
overheated. And overheated si 
lage has lost some of its feed 
value ; 

A strong, unpleasant 
usually means that the crop was 
harvested with too much mois- 
ture. This type of silage may feel 
greasy or Slippery when you han- 
dle it. Unless special care is 
taken, this type of silage may 
cause undesirable milk flavors 

Mold means air got into the 
silo. Usually that means silage 
wasn’t properly packed. Causes 
of poor packing include uneven 
filling, a leaky silo, not enough 
moisture in the grass or 
chopped too long.

SELLING, FEEDING CATTLE 


When grandad used the old girth- 
ing chain around the forechest of his 
cattle as a substitute for a scale, he 
really had something. 

Figures from a recent study show 
that forechest circumference is more 
closely related to weight than any 
other body measurement. And this 
holds true at all ages. 

This type of weight guide is be- 
lieved to have originated in Denmark 
many years ago, however, up-to-date 
figures to fit the American cow were 
compiled in 1936 by the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry. 

1700 sets of weights and measure- 
ments of animals ranging in age from 
3 months to maturity were used in 
producing today’s accurate weight- 
measurement table which shows esti- 
mated body weights for heart girths 
ranging in half-inch steps from 26 to 
92 inches.

Alfalfa pellets used as diet sup- 


plement permit use of cheaper 
feeds, USDA tests show 


Lack of good-quality hay for dairy 
cows no longer need result in lowered 
milk production. Scientists of the 
Agricultural Research Service and the 
Connecticut Agricultural Experiment 
Station have found that dehydrated 
alfalfa pellets will provide the answer 
to this age-old problem when feed and 
milk prices are right. 

If the cost of the pellets is about 
midway between that of hay and feed 
concentrates, adding pellets to the ra- 
tion will probably pay, providing milk 
prices don’t take a serious drop. 

In studies just completed, cows that 
were fed alfalfa pellets to supplement 
poor-quality hay produced 25% more 
milk than those receiving no other 
roughage. 

Four groups of 6 cows were given 
a control ration of grain and U.S. No. 
2 timothy-mixed hay for a prelimi- 
nary 30 day standardizing period. 
Then three of the groups had dehy- 
drated alfalfa pellets added to their 
ration at different rates—0.5, 1.0, and 
1.5 pounds respectively—for each 100 
pounds of body weight. 








FEED ’EM HAY & PELLETS: Despite poor 
quality hay, these cows will produce about the 
same amount of milk as usual, thanks to supple- 
ment of alfalfa pellets. Young calves also benefit 
from pellets as source of forage and carotene, 


At the end of 100 days, production 
of the cows fed only the control ration 
had fallen off 27.2. The three groups 
fed the alfalfa-pellet supplement 
fared much better. Those receiving 
one-half pound of supplement per 100 
Ibs. of body weight were producing 
only 15.2% less milk, those fed 1 
pound, 3.6% less, and those fed 1% 
pounds, only 0.7% less. 





NEW HOG RESTRAINER 


Restraining crate that will handle 
any size hog from weaning to matu- 
rity, has been designed by U.S.D.A. 

Designers took off the gate of a 
breeding crate and bolted in an ad- 
justable stanchion. One end. of the 
stanchion is immobile. The other end 
is movable and is bolted at the bottom 
between two pieces of 2 by 4’s. Can be 
adjusted at the top by a series of holes 
and bolts. Though not commercially 
available at this time, your local ma- 
chine shop can make up this restrainer 
at very small cost.

Illinois Has Egg 
Grade Law 


To the Editor: Does the 
state of Illinois have a com- 
pulsory egg grading law? If 
so, does the law apply to the 
egg producer?—B. H., Mercer 
county, Illinois. 


In 1951, the Illinois legislature 
repealed an early law on the can- 
dling and sale of eggs and passed 
a new law requiring candling and 
grading. This act provides that 
no person shall buy, sell or offer 
for sale eggs for human con- 
sumption that are unfit for hu- 
man food. 

A producer offering such unfit 
eggs for sale shall be docked and 
may be fined. Anyone purchas- 
ing eggs from a producer for re- 
sale must candle them and is re- 
quired by law to refuse any that 
are unfit for human food. 

Eggs must not be offered for 
sale as “fresh eggs,” “strictly 
fresh eggs,” “new laid eggs” or 
thru similar slogans unless they 
meet the requirements for con- 
sumer grade A or are offered for 
sale by the producer.

Won’t Lose Corn 
Allotment . 


To the Editor: If we plant 
less than our 1954 corn allot- 
ment, will we lose credit for 
those acres we don’t plant 
when future allotments are 
figured?—H.W., Martin coun- 
ty, Minnesota, 


If you underplant your 1954 
corn acreage allotment by no 
more than 10 percent, you will 
not be penalized for such under- 
planting in the establishment of 
any future farm allotments 
which may be required under 
existing law. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson says it will be the 
policy of the Department of Agri- 
culture that farmers who plant 
between 90 and 100 percent of 
their 1954 corn crop allotment 
will be treated in future pro- 
grams as if the corn allotment 
were fully planted in 1954, 





Need Witnesses 
To Prove Will? 


To the Editor: Is it neces- 
sary to -have the witnesses to 
a will testify in proving a 
will in court?—A, T., Hamil- 
ton county, Iowa, 


Section 633.21 of the Code of 
Iowa, 1950, provides: “The proof 
may be made by the oral testi- 
mony of the subscribing wit- 
nesses taken in court, or by de- 
position when they reside out- 
side the state or the judicial dis- 
trict in which the will is to be 
proven...” 

It is necessary to prove the 
will by the testimony of both 
subscribing witnesses. These 
witnesses do not have to be 
brought back into the state since 
their deposition can be taken be- 
fore a notary public where they 
are living. But it is necessary 
that they appear and _ testify 
orally or submit their notarized 
deposition before the will can be 
probated, says the Service Bu- 
reau attorney.

His Neighbor Grows 
Noxious Weeds 


To the Editor: My neigh- 
bor does not try to control 
noxious weeds. The weeds 
are spreading thru the fence 
onto my farm. Is there a 
way that my neighbor can 
be made to control the 
weeds?—E. H., Cerro Gordo 
county, Iowa. 

The Service Bureau attorney 
says that Chapter 317, lowa Code, 
1950 gives the procedure for fore- 
ing a neighbor to control the 
growth of noxious weeds on his 
property. 

If your neighbor will not stop, 
or try to control, the noxious 
weeds on his property, then you 
should contact the county weed 
commissioner. The weed com- 
missioner ~vould order the land 
owner to destroy the weeds. 

If he did not destroy the weeds 
within a specified time the coun- 
ty could then go in and destroy 
the weeds and bill the land 
owner for the cost of killing the 
weeds. 





Liable For Cow 
Sale? 


To the Editor: I recently 
sold some cows thru a local 
auction sales barn. The auc- 
tioneer announced that the 
cows were Bang’s tested, 
were bred and were sup- 
posed to calve on a certain 
date. I have one complaint 
that one of the cows wasn’t 
bred. Am I responsible for 
damages suffered by the buy- 
er?—E, L., Clinton county, 
lowa. 


In the opinion of the Service 
Bureau attorney, the auctioneer 
was your agent, and it would be 
presumed that he made no state- 
ments without your authority. 

If these statements were made, 
they were taken to be represen- 
tations as to the quality of the 
animals sold. This would give 
the purchaser the right to rescind 
the sale and return the animal 
or to keep the animal and sue 
for the damages sustained. 

From your letter, it’s impos- 
sible to tell whether the auc- 
tioneer represented the, cows to 
be with calf, or bred and pre- 
sumed to be with calf.

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INTEREST IN SHEEP as a farm pro- 
ject seems to be growing. Our recent 
fattening experiment on lambs at 
the Farm drew questions from 
every group that saw it.

are similar to any general infec- 
tion, altho occasionally, the dis- 
ease starts with a sudden chill 
and a high temperature. 

The symptoms are headaches, 
backaches, sense of tiredness and 
weakness, loss of appetite, con- 
stipation, weight loss, and pro- 
fuse sweats. The patient usually 
feels quite well during the morn- 
ing hours in the early stage of 
the infection. As the afternoon 
or evening temperatures rises, 
the symptoms gradually return, 
with increased severity. 

Many experience only 
mild chilly sensations. In about 
one-fourth of the cases, chills are 
absent. The chills usually occur 
in the early morning hours. The 
sweats that follow are of a 
drenching character. Muscle and 
joint pains are prominent in the 
early stage of this disease. 

The person who has symptoms 
of brucellosis should see his 
family doctor as early as possible 
after the onset of his illness. 
The physician can then make an 
early diagnosis and prescribe the 
proper treatment. 

The present day treatment has 
become more or less s:2ndard- 
ized in the past four yea::. Many 
cases of brucellosis respond only 
to complete bed rest. The present 
specific method of treating bru- 
either" aureomycin 
alone or in a’ combination with 
other drugs.

In the case of brucellosis, “an 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” Be careful han- 
dling sows at farrowing time. 
Pasteurization prevents milk 
borne brucellosis. 

Farm families should keep in 
mind the source of this disease. 
See to it that farm animals with 
brucellosis are eliminated.

Cold frame grows 


early garden 


Helps you get vegetables weeks before 
the average garden starts to produce 


S° YOU didn’t get around to 
building a hotbed last fall. It 
may be you wish you had one. 

It’s not too late to fix up a 
cold frame that will supply the 
table with fresh radishes, lettuce, 
onions and other tender things 
that taste so good early in the 
season. This little kitchen gar- 
den brings the spring garden 
stuff in before regular planting 
in the open can supply it. 


A cold frame is_ easily 
made. Just dig out a shallow 
pit. Fill in above the ground 
surface line with good work- 
able soil of good fertility. 


You probably have an old 
storm sash or two around. One 
or two of these can be used for 
the top of your cold frame. Since 
the cold frame can be of any size, 
fit it to the sash you have 
around. 

Substitutes for glass are often 
used. Use one that lets in sun- 
light well, is light and does not 
break. 

Hinge sash frame with two 
hinges at back of frame. Always 
slope sash frame toward south, 
to make best use of sunlight. 

Most frames are made of one- 
inch lumber, but heavier outside 
lumber will last longer. Cypress 
or white pine resists rot for sev- 
eral seasons. 

When outer frame is set in pit, 
pile earth around outside and 
tamp to make it wind-tight. Bank 
earth high for good drainage. 

Soil inside frame is filled to a 
trifle higher than outside surface. 
Let sunshine.warm soil two or 
three days before planting. 

You can sow seed right in the 
plant bed, or use flats or seed 
boxes. If plants for transplant- 
ing out in the open later are 


wanted, use the flats or seed 
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boxes. Tomato, melon, cucum- 
ber, or other plants for early 
crops can be well started in the 
cold frame. 

Quick early growing of fresh 
table vegetables are principal ac- 
vantages of the cold frame. Such 
early stuff tastes extra good. 

Watch that the tender shoots 
don’t dry out. The hot March 
and April sun dries up moisture 
sooner than you may realize. 
Water with fine spray from can 
or sprinkler. 

When beds get too warm, rafye 
sash a trifle for ventilation. A 
brick under lower edge will be 
enough at first. As sun gets 
stronger, slide brick up higher 
on frame to let in more air. 

Be sure sash is down at night, 
or when frost threatens. Neglect 
of this point may bring loss of a 
lot of tender plants. 

Onions may stand frost, but let- 
tuce, radishes or tomato plants 
are quickly ruined by a touch 
of icy air or wind. 

Results are all to the good 
when cold frame garden crops 
begin to come in. It may be that 
you'll vote cold frame almost 
equal to the hotbed.

Machine Saves 
Corn Stalks 


Corn stalk silage is made 
with a special machine at 
Iowa State College. The ma- 
chine puts the ears in the 
wagon and cuts the stalks 
for the silo at one operation. 


Corn is cut when the ear mois- 
ture is about 30 percent. Ears 
have to be dried artificially. But 
stalks have made good silage 
with the addition of a little wa- 
ter. 

Some see great possibilities in 


this machine. It could enable 
farmers to save the grain and 
still have the corn stalks for 
feed. Thousands of tons rot in 
the Corn Belt every year. 





Not One Horse 
Per Farm 


Horses and mules on Iowa 
farms are down to about 115 
thousand, according to the 
Jan. 1 livestock census. That 
is a little over one-half per 
farm, 

The 1943-1952 average was 416 
thousand. That was over two per 
farm. Compared with one year 
ago, the total of horses, mules 
and colts on Iowa farms went 
down 17 percent. 

It’s the work stock that is de- 
creasing, however. Saddle stock 
numbers are going up rather 
than down. 





Farmer Vaccinates 
Own Hogs 


To the Editor: Can a farm- 
er vaccinate his own hogs 
with the new type hog chol- 
era vaccines?—K. C., Powe- 
shiek county, Iowa. 


Yes. However, if the hogs are 
sold thru a sales barn, you must 
present an affidavit stating when 
the hogs were vaccinated. This 
affidavit must be signed by you 
and at least one witness to the 
vaccination. 

Hogs must have been vacci- 
nated at least 30 days prior to 
sale but not longer than six 
months, if the new type vaccines 
are used.

HAT happens on the farm 

when the well goes dry? We 
all know what the men do. But how 
does it affect the women?

_In order to see how women are getting 
along in the drouth area, I called on 
Mrs. Robert Genkinger in Jefferson 
county, lowa. Mrs. Genkinger has five 
children, four girls and a boy, all at 
home. 

One by one, their we''s went dry last 
summer. By August Mr. Genkinger 
was hauling water from Fairfield, two 
and one-half miles away. 

“In some ways, it’s been worse than it 
was before we had running water in 
the house,” said Mrs. Genkinger. ‘Then 
we could have all the water we wanted— 
at least as long as our backs held out. 
But now we have barely enough to get 
along.” 

“How do you start to save water?” I

For once, Mrs. Genkinger is glad that 
she doesn’t have an automatic washing 
machine. She does use her regular power 
machine once a week for the big family 
washing.

In her neighbor 
hood, some of the women who have auto- 
matic washing machines have not been 
able to use them since last summer. 

The drouth, even tho it came late 
in the summer, affected the garden. 
There seemed to be lots more bugs 
and blight, and the fruits and vege- 
tables didn’t have the flavor of nor- 
mal years. So she canned and froze 
less than she usually does. This 
winter Mrs. Genkinger has had to 


buy more canned food than before. 


Of course, baths have had to be 
limited to two a week, except for the 
baby who gets hers every day. In cold 
weather, the family gets along pretty 
well on this schedule. But Mrs. Gen- 
kinger hopes that wells are filled before 
the hot weather next summer. Baths are

Susan, who is 19 and works in town, 
would like to be able to shampoo her 
hair more often, and so would the 
younger girls, Pamela and Linda. But 
shampoos take lots of water and so they 
too are limited to once a week. 

The dry weather had stirred up lots 
of dust on the farm. It seeps into the 
house and basement. “I don’t mind not 
I washed since last sum- 
mer,” said Mrs. Genkinger, “but I would 
like to have enough water to scrub the 
porches, wash the windows and the 
kitchen floor regularly.”

Just flushing the toilet takes a lot of 
water and many farms have no outdoor 
toilets now. So this becomes a major 
problem. The toilet in this home is 
flushed only a few times each day. 

Mr. Genkinger hauls water twice a 
week. It is siphoned into the well and 
pumped to the house and barn from 
there. They feel that they are pretty 
fortunate to be as close to a supply as 
they are, for many farmers in the region 
have to haul water 10 miles or more. 

The Genkingers were: the first in the 
neighborhood to have to haul water.

Soon other wells began to go dry. By the 
first of the year even the deepest wells 
were beginning to give out. The supply 
of water in Fairfield is supposed to last 
until June unless the drouth is broken 
before then. 

Folks weren’t too worried last sum- 
mer, says Mrs. Genkinger. They felt 
sure that rains would come with the fall 
as they generally do. But as the drouth 
went on into the winter, it became the 
subject of conversation wherever they 
went. 


“It scares me,” she says, “when I 
think of what would happen if the 
town well in Fairfield should go dry. 
What would we do?” 


“But then there’s always the hope 
that the spring will bring rains and that 
we can plant our crops, and our wells 
will be filled.”—Z. M.

Thoreson started raising tur- 
keys in 1941. He had 1,000 that 
first year and has continued rais- 
ing them since then. “I’ve never 
lost money on a bunch of tur- 
keys,” he says. 

Poults are fed a 30 percent 
commercial mash for the first 
two weeks. Then they are 
switched to 27 percent mash. 
Oats and grain are added to the 
ration at six weeks. 

The poults are moved to the 
range when about eight to 10 
weeks old. On range they are 
fed a ration made up of one-third 
oats, one-third corn and one-third 
commercial feed. 

“We'll use about 80 acres range 
for the 18,000 turkeys. The range 
is rotated each year for disease 
prevention. We have gotten best

Sorghum does as well as corn for silage; 
falls a little short on grain production 


ORGHUM makes a good re- 
placement for corn. If you 
cut corn acres to comply with 
allotments, sorghum can fill in. 
Or if you can use sorghum in 
place of corn for silage. 

lowa State College trials in 
1940 and 1941 compared two 
varieties of hybrid corn with 
Atlas sorghum for silage. Atlas 
produced 14 percent more ton- 
nage per acre than corn. Most 
other varieties produced a little 
less than corn. 

Feed value of sorghum silage 
is about the same as that of corn 
silage. 

In terms of grain, the story is 
different. Grain sorghums won’t 
yield as much as hybrid corn. 

John Martin, USDA sorghum 
specialist, says, “Grain sorghums 
in the Corn Belt can be expected 
to yield about like open pol- 
linated corn.” 

lowa tests showed sorghum 
grain yields averaging about 60 
percent of hybrid corn. For feed, 
grain sorghum is worth about 
90 to 95 percent as much as corn. 
There are some other disadvan- 
tages to grain sorghums, too. 

In general, Corn Belt sorghums 
fall into three major’ types. 
Sweet sorghums grown for for- 
age or syrup. Grain sorghum 
grown mostly for grain. 
sorghums for hay and pasture. 
Sudan grass is a grass sorghum. 

Outside of grass types, sor- 
ghums are handled much like 
corn.

Seedbed preparation: Seedbed 
should be prepared much the 
same as for corn. Make a special 
effort to kill all weeds before 
planting. 

Method of planting: Corn plant- 
ers or listers can be used to plant 
sorghum. Special plates for 
planting sorghum are available 
from manufacturers of planters. 
and listers. 

Rate of planting: Expect about 
half as much germination in the 
field as in germination tests. 
Plant in the same width rows 
you use for corn. 

Plants should be spaced four to 
six inches apart. You will want 
them thicker for forage—about 
two inches between plants. 

Four to six pounds of good 
seed per acre should be enough 
for grain sorghums. About eight 
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pounds will be better for forage. 

Date and depth of planting: 
Sorghum is a hot weather trop. 
It needs a higher soil tempera- 
ture for germination. Plant sor- 
ghum about a week after corn is 
planted. 

Seed should be planted shal- 
low. But deep enough to reach 
moisture for germination. An 
inch to an inch and a half is 
proper depth under most con- 
ditions. Deep planting, even in 
dry soils, should be avoided. 
Better wait for moisture. 

Seed treatment: Treating the 
seed with a fungicide will help 
get a good stand. Tests at other 
state experiment stations show 
increases due to seed treatment. 

Cultivation and weed control: 
Same as for corn. It may pay to 
go over the field with a rotary 
hoe before sorghum is up. And 
again a few days after sorghum 
is through ground. 

Harvesting: For 
sorghum when_§ seed 
dough stage. Moisture content Is 
about 70 percent then. And 
sugar content is at its high. 

Some sorghum silage is often 
mixed with corn silage. This 
helps when corn is a little dry. 

Forage sorghum can be cut for 
fodder. But feed value is much 
less than when used for silage. 

Grain sorghums present a real 
harvest problem. It’s hard to get 
grain dry enough to store. Any 
amount of moisture above 12 
percent is likely to cause spoil- 
age. 

Two methods of harvest are 
open to most farmers. One—cut 
and shock to permit more drying. 
Two—combine and dry seed be- 
fore storing. 

Varieties: No Iowa State Col- 
lege tests on sorghum have been 
run since 1941. 

Ed Dyas, Iowa State College 
agronomist, summarized lowa 
tests. And gathered information 
from nearby experiment stations. 
Here are his recommendations: 

Forage sorghums for northern 
Iowa include Norkan and W@- 
conia Orange or Rox Orange. 
Norkan does not produce 45 
many tons per acre as Waconia 
Orange. Rex and Waconia Or- 
ange are similar.

be used in central and southern 
lowa. However, Atlas is highest 
yielding for that area. This ap- 
plies for northern Missouri, too. 

Of the grain varieties, Reliance 
and Sorghum may be best for 
northern Iowa. Midland and 
Martin are recommended for 
southern Iowa. Martin is easily 
damaged by chinch bugs. 

Big advantage of sorghum over 
corn is this: A hot, dry spell at 
silking time can cut deep into 
corn yields. But sorghum plants 
just sit and wait for rain. Unless 
drouth is too severe, they start 
developing again when rain 
comes. Actual water needs are 
about the same as for corn. 

Sorghum for forage is a good 
safe bet. But be sure you gan 
handle the drying problem be- 
fore you try grain sorghum. 


Feed Is Half Of 
Cow’s Keep 
Cost of feed is about half 
of the total cost of keeping a 
cow, according to records of 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 





So unless your cows are pay- 
ing you $200 for each $100 worth 
of feed consumed, you’re not get- 
ting paid for your labor. 

Records from the USDA tests 
also indicate that a cow doesn’t 
make a profit unless she pro- 
duces at least 5,000 pounds of 
milk per year. 





Insects May Hit 
Illinois Corn 
Prospect of insect damage 
to the 1954 corn crop is 
pointed out. by reports from 


the Illinois experiment sta- 
tion. Grasshoppers, chinch 
bugs and corn borers may 


appear in great numbers. 


Grasshopper damage may be 
widespread over the _ state. 
Chinch bugs may hit central and 
southwestern counties. Corn 
borer infestation is heavy in 
north central counties. 

The heavy infestation of corn 
borers is indicated by effects on 
the corn yield test plots near 
Galesburg, Illinois. 

In this field, an average of 15.6 
percent of the corn stalks were 
broken above the ear because of 
corn borer damage; 13.9 percent 
were broken below the ear; and 
9.3 percent of the ears had fallen 
to the ground.

| some answers. Seedbed prepara- 
tion is same as usual for corn. 

You can plant with only one 
| box of the planter. 
boxes of a four row. If you put 
an extension in the axle, make 
sure you can adjust back to nar- 
rower widths. 

For cultivation, just add a 
shovel over the blank row. That 
leaves ground level between the 
rows. 

You can clip the seeding with 
a stalk chopper. Or you may 
have to work up a rig of your 
own. 





Best bet for corn stalks may 
be chopping or shredding. They 


can be a lot of trouble when left 
standing in the field. 

Corn has to be harvested and 
stalks cut without hurting the 
seeding. That means staying off 
the field when its muddy. 

A lot of questions are still 
without am answer. But start- 
ing a seeding in wide corn rows 
has worked out for some Corn 
Belt farmers. 





Big Calves From 
Well-fed Cows 


Beef cows that are well 
wintered wean heavier 
calves than cows fed less 
well, according to North Da- 
kota experiments. Compar- 
ison was made by feeding 
One group of cows a recom- 
mended ration, and another 
group three-fourths as much. 


Cows fed well in winter lost 
more weight in summer, how- 
ever, than did cows on the three- 
fourths ration. That was as- 
sumed to result from the fact 
that well-wintered cows pro- 
duced more milk than poorly 
wintered cows. 

Another phase of the test 
showed that replacement heifer 
calves gained most in summer 
when the low-level ration was 
fed in winter. But total yearly 
gains were most when the full 
normal ration was fed in winter. 





OLD IDEA that cattle and sheep 

should not be grazed on the 
same pasture is wrong, says an 
Oklahoma livestock specialist. 
Cattle like the tall grass, sheep 
like the short grass. So the two 
together make better use of the 
pasture. But it’s a mistake, says 
the specialist, to pasture too 
short with any kind of livestock.

Winter on farm 
is easier 

Ask the veteran farm- 

ers. They'll tell you that 

winter on the farm is a 


“snap” —compared to 30 
or 40 years ago. 





"prep yards were unheard 
of back in 1912,” recalls O. 
W. Johnson of Marshall county, 
Iowa. “Mud, snow, wind and 
rain! No quarter was asked; none 
given!” 

Electricity, running water, im- 
proved buildings, better live- 
stock handling arrangements and 
equipment have made chores 
easier, Johnson points out. 


“In March of 1912, our 
favorite gag was that when 
we left the house for evening 
chores, we met ourselves 
coming in from the morning 
feeding,” Johnson says. 
“Now, an hour a day will 
feed twice as many cattle.” 


Modern homes with insulation, 
automatic heat, running water 
and electricity have taken much 
of the sting out of winter, John- 
son adds. 

“One January, 1912, morning, 
the thermometer on the kitchen 
cabinet registered two degrees 
below zero—with a stove going 
in the next room,” he recalls. 


Go More Places 


\ INTER social life has 
changed, too, points out 
Harry B. Fox of Boone county, 
Iowa. Thanks to improved roads 
and transportation, isolation is 
no longer a part of winter on the 
farm. The once-a-week (or less 
often) trip to town is outdated. 
“Now, we go to town for al- 
most everything,” Fox says. 
Neighborhood parties and social 
gatherings are less frequent. 
People go farther and go more 
often than they used to. 


But Fox doubts that win- 
ter chores are so much easier, 
even with all the up-to-date 
equipment. Farmers have 
taken up the slack by doing 
more than they used to do. 


“One man may do two or three 
times as much as one man used 
to do. Where one man used to 
milk four to 10 cows, he now 
milks 25 to 30,” Fox says. 


Problems Too! 


UT there are problems— 
sometimes big problems! You 
learn to depend on modern equip- 
ment. Some times it fails. Then 
you’re in trouble. 


Electricity, for example, 
means heat, lights, running 
water, power for labor-saving 


equipment. 

What happens to baby pigs or 
chicks under heat lamps if the 
power line breaks during a Feb- 
ruary storm? How do you water 
livestock when your electrically- 
operated water system fails? 

Some veteran farmers like 
George Leffler of Van Buren 
county Iowa, have learned that 
you can go too far in depending 
on one source of power. 

“I pump water with a wind- 
mill. And since last fall, my 
house is heated with gas,” Leffler 
says. “Major reason for the 
change was to avoid distress in 
case of electricity failure.”

Alfred Meyer of Calhoun coun- 
ty, lowa, says, “There'll be lots 
more soybeans in this area. And 
some extra seeding.” 

Then he says, “I feed all my 
corn. But I expect to cut corn 
acres. My landlord seals his 
corn. So I seeded down extra 
ground last year. I’ll use most of 
it for pasture.” 

Like many southern Iowa 
farmers, Dale Gray had his 
plans upset by drouth. Here’s 
what he figures for his Madi- 
son county, Iowa, farm: 


“T had already made plans to 
cut corn acres. But some of my 
seeding doesn’t look like it would 
make it. Guess I'll have to use 
some sorghum for silage.” 

Then he adds, “Actually, my 
corn acreage has been low for 
this size farm. But I have a lot 


of cattle. And I feed them mostly 
forage.” 

In general, it looks like acres 
taken out of corn will grow (1) 
a lot of soybeans, (2) some extra 
seeding, and (3) a sprinkling of 
other crops. .

Barren stalks in 
corn fields 


There’s no one cause, experts think. 
But here’s where they place the blame 


Vy J HAT CAUSED those barren 

stalks that showed up in 
cornfields all thru the Corn Belt 
the last year or so? 

Like most other experts, John 
Lonnquist, corn breeder at the 
University of Nebraska, isn’t 
sure he knows. He sums up 
things this way: “I don’t knogv 
for sure. I doubt if there is any 
one cause for barren stalks.” 

Ross Fleetwood, University of 
Missouri agronomist, agrees. 
“There are a number of factors 
which cause. barren _ stalks. 
Seldom, if ever, do we find all 
the barren stalks in a field 
caused by one factor.” 

In general, the experts gave 
this list as possible causes of 
barren stalks: 

1. Dry weather. 

2. Inadequate or 
nutrients. 

3. Disease. 

1. Insects. 
5. Thick planting. 
6. Variety differences. 

may be still other 
But the big point is this: 
Mostly, the experts agree that 
cytoplasmic male sterility did not 
cause barren stalks. Neither did 
any form of chemical detasseling. 
Other factors must take the 
blame. 

About dry weather: E. R. Dun- 
can, of Jowa State College, says, 
“We know that dry weather com- 
bined with inadequate nutrients 
barren stalks. Thick 
planting under inadequate mois- 
ture conditions does, too.” 

“Dry weather definitely is an 
important factor in many cases,” 
adds Earl Leng of the University 
of Illinois. “Barren stalks are 


unbalanced

causes. 


causes 


to be expected under drouth con- 
ditions.” 

“The limiting factor may be 
moisture in some fields,” says 
G. F. Sprague of Iowa State Col- 
lege. 

“High temperatures and a 
shortage of moisture at the criti- 
cal time may interfere with pol- 
lination,” points out Fleetwood. 

About inadequate or unbal- 
anced nutrients: Lonnquist says, 
“Possibly there is an upset in 
nutrient balance.” This was men- 
tioned by others, too. 

“I think perhaps the greatest 
cause is unbalanced fertility in 
the soil,” declares C. L. Gunn, 
corn breeder for a hybrid seed 
corn company. He feels potash 
may be playing a big part in 
some way. 

Inadequate or unbalanced fer- 


tility is a major cause, thinks 
Duncan. The Iowa _ specialist 
points out that the unbalance 


can be in phosphate and potash 
as well as nitrogen. 

In one Missouri experiment, 
barren stalks disappeared as 
nitrogen level was increased. 
But other experiments show that 
extra nitrogen is the answer only 
in some cases. 

About’ diseases: Fleetwood 
“Black bundle disease in- 
terferes with circulation of mois- 
ture and nutrients in the plant. 
You’d expect barren stalks in a 
heavily infected field.” 

But Lonnquist says, “I can’t 
say whether disease is a cause or 
whether it is a symptom of some 
other cause.”

barren stalks isn’t convincing to 
me.” 

Nearly all agree that we just 
don’t know for sure. 

About insects: E. H. Rinke of 
the University of Minnesota says, 
“Heavy aphid infestation on the 
tassel] and upper leaves can keep 
corn plants from producing ears.” 

“Aphids will cause barren 
stalks if a colony gets established 
on a plant early in its growth 
period. We found red spider in- 
sects on a lot of barren stalks 
the last couple of years,” says 
Lonnquist. 

“Damage from insects like 
aphids can cause stalks not to 
bear an ear,” says Duncan. 

Yet no one seemed to feel that 
insect damage is the major cause 
of barren stalks. 

About thick planting and vari- 
ety differences: Much interest 
centered on these points. 

G. F. Sprague put it this way, 
“T think insufficient moisture or 
nitrogen revealed differences in 
hybrids we didn’t suspect be- 
fore.” 

Lonnquist says, “Hybrids may 
be partly responsible.” 

Fleetwood says, “Certain vari- 
eties run a higher percent of bar- 
ren stalks than others.” 

“With heavier fertilizer rates 
and thicker stands, some hybrids 
do not perform as they do under 
a lower level of fertility and 
stand,” says C. O. Rost of the 
University of Minnesota. 

. in most cases corn had 
been planted at too high a pop- 
ulation or with unbalanced soil 
fertility,” says Gunn. He was 
referring to fields where barren 
stalks had been a problem. 

Leng “Significant 
amounts of barren stalks oc- 
curred only in our higher plant- 
ing rates. In one test, one single 
cross showed many barren stalks 
at high planting rates even when 
irrigated. Another single cross 
showed almost no barren stalks 
at high populations.” 

The whole thing adds up like 
this: There are a number of fac- 
tors which can cause barren 
stalks. In most cases, more than 
one factor is found where barren 
stalks are a problem. Unbal- 
anced fertility, thick stands, dry 
weather and variety differences 
appear to get most of the blame.

To Find Whether 
Fertilizer Helps 


Like to know just how 
much fertilizer helps on your 
farm? 


Here’s a quick and easy way to 
tell. 

Buy the regular- amount of 
fertilizer you plan to apply. 
Leave a strip thru the field with- 
out any fertilizer. Better make it 
at least 10 feet wide. Or four 
rows wide for corn. Fertilizer 
applied to one row of corn can 
help corn a whole row away. 
With four rows, you still have 
two in the middle for a good 
check. 

Since one strip wasn’t ferti- 
lized, you should have some ferti- 
lizer left over. Make another 
round over part of the field that 
was already fertilized. You'll 
have a better test if you place 
this double shot near the strip 
left without fertilizer. 

You have a test with three 
treatments. A _ strip with no 
fertilizer, a strip with a double 
rate, and the rest of the field 
with the amount of fertilizer you 
planned to use. 

Be sure to mark where the 
strips are. It is easy to overlook 
a profitable yield difference in 
the field. 

Best bet is to harvest each 
strip separately. And harvest an 
equal amount of the crop which 
got vour regular amount of ferti- 
lizer.

Tired of lifting 
milk cans? 


Bulk milk tanks save labor, keep 


milk quality high, users claim 


GLINGING milk cans around 
7 becomes more and more of 
achore the older a man becomes. 

That’s especially true when 
he’s milking between 15 and 30 
cows. Too many cans to be lifted 
and placed in the cooler. 

That’s why more and more 
farmers are converting over to 
bulk-handling of milk. It means 
reduction in labor. It helps 
keep quality high. It takes only 
15 to 20 minutes to cool milk to 
3% degrees. 

It’s been several months ago 
since Elmer Bremer of Goodhue 
county, Minn., changed over toa 
big tank. 

“'d hate to go back to the 
cans,” he says. “This is so much 
easier. Hoisting those milk cans 
around isn’t much of a chore 
when you’re 20 or 25 years old. 
But as the years keep advancing, 
the cans keep getting heavier.” 

More and more farmers are 
converting to bulk storage of 
milk on their farms. Owen 
Owens, head of the field service 
department of the big Rochester, 
Minn., Dairy Cooperative, esti- 
hates 50 farmers on three routes 
how have refrigerating tanks. 

Why is the bulk-handling 
system winning new recruits 
with each passing week? 

Let Al Sjowall of the Roches- 
er Dairy Cooperative who helps 
promote installation of the big 
lanks, give some reasons. 

“For one thing,” he says, “it 
stops back-breaking work. Then, 
00, it ends spillage and stickage 
Waste and lowers bacteria count. 
‘t gives farmers a weight check 
‘ight in their own milk houses.” 

What about cost? A 300-gallon 
lank sells for around $2,700. The 
lanks come in sizes ranging from 
130 to 1,000-gallon units. 

Bulk handling 
‘ly milkhouse or milking sys- 
m. However, where loafing 
‘ans, milking parlors and com- 
‘ihe milking are used, bulk hand- 
“t8 completes the process of 
“echanizing milk production. 

‘ake Victor Badger of Olmsted 
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is adapted to 


county, Minn. Badger milks 
around 30 cows in a milking par- 
lor equipped with four milking 
stalls. 

“Do I like bulk handling?” he 
echoed a question. “Yes. It elim- 
inates jockeying a bunch of 
heavy milk cans into a cooler. 
Then, too, when you use cans, 
there’s a certain amount of can 
stickage loss. The fat sticks to 
the shoulders and lids of milk 
cans and results in greater fat 
loss than you would think.” 

The majority of farmers with 
bulk cooling and storage units 
still carry the milk from the 
cows to the tank. Among the 
exceptions to this rule are Nor- 
bert Speltz of Winona county, 
Minn., and Clarence Kittleson of 
Goodhue county, Minn. In their 
setups, the milk is piped directly 
from the milking machines into 
the tank. 


Under the bulk-handling 
system, milk is pumped di- 
rectly from the farmer’s tank 
into the truck tank. 

When the milk truck stops at 
the farm, the driver measures 
the amount of milk in the tank. 
This is done with a steel “calibra- 
tion stick,” something like a 
ruler, which is built into the tank. 

The producer then gets a re- 
ceipt for the milk. The driver 
takes two samples of the milk, 
one for testing at the creamery 
and the other for producer to 
keep. He then starts loading. 

This job is a snap. The driver 
simply unreels a shiny plastic 
hose from a compartment in the 
truck. This is coupled to the out- 
let valve at the bottom of the 
milkhouse tank. A pump motor 
is started on the truck. 

Once the milk has_ been 
pumped into the truck’s insu- 
lated tank, the farmer’s tank 
gets a quick rinse with cold 
water. Since the tank is made of 
stainless steel, the walls soon 
are glistening clean. 

Dairy experts are convinced 
the milk storage refrigerating 
tank is here to stay.—Harold 
Severson,

| gar eoee BEGIN to eat hay.«and grain 
when ten to fifteen days old. Be sure that 
the hay offered is choice, leafy legume. 
Feed it fresh twice daily. Lambs will eat 
more grain and gain faster if they are shut 
in the creep for two to three hours in the 
morning and again late in the afternoon. 
Except for the first week or ten days when 
the lambs are learning to eat, there should 
be no grain left in the trough after twenty 
minutes. Refused grain should be removed 
immediately and given to the ewes. 


In Kentucky experiments, lambs consum- 
ed an average of 4 to '/2 Ib. of grain per 
head daily from birth to 100 days of age. 
Their average daily gain varied from 0.36 
to 0.52 Ibs. per lamb. 


An excellent grain mixture for lambs is: 
45 Ibs. cracked corn 
45 Ibs. crushed oats 
10 Ibs. Minn. 36% small linseed pellets

Reduce Cattle In 
Western Iowa 


Iowa farmers have reduced 
cattle numbers in 1953 by 
one-third of a million head, 
while totals for the nation 
were going up about one mil- 
lion head. 


But cattle numbers in Iowa 
are still very high. While the 
new total is six percent below 
the record total one year ago, it 
is 10 percent above the five-year 
average. 

Total cattle on Iowa farms Jan- 
uary 1 was 5,746,000 head com- 
pared with 6,113,000 January 1, 
1953. Totals include all cattle 
and calves. 

The 1953 reduction was 
even over the state. Eastern 
Iowa farmers reduced cattle 
numbers very little. Central and 
particularly western Iowa farm- 
ers, made sharp reductions. 

Let’s divide Iowa into three 
areas by lines running north and 
south and see how cattle num- 
bers changed in each one-third 
of the state. 

In the western one-third, the 
January 1, 1954, total was 1,998,- 
000 head, down 10 percent from 
one year before. 

In the central one-third, the 
1954 total was 1,781,300, down 
5.6 percent. 

And in the eastern one-third of 
Iowa the 1954 total was 1,992,800 
head, down less than one percent 
from the year before. 

Least cattle reduction by farm- 
ers in any Iowa area was in the 
northeastern dairy section of 
Iowa. 

Other-Corn Belt states showing 
reduced cattle numbers in 1953 
were Nebraska, five percent, Kan- 
Sas, one percent, Corn Belt states 
showing increases in cattle num- 
bers during 1953 were Minnesota 
up four percent; Illinois up two 
percent. North Dakota showed 
cattle increases of nine percent 
and South Dakota five percent. 
Missouri totals didn’t change 
from January 1, 1953, to January 
1, 1954.

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WOULD YOU SIT UP WITH A SOW FOR 15 BUCKS? So do I. The average 
Ytabor income on 1231 hogs sold from “‘40 Golden Acres” last year was $15.13. 
So I figure if I save one extra pig by helping the sow at farrowing it means $15. { 
These pictures show the farrowing methods you'll see if you visit our Semi-Solid ; 
Demonstration farm this month, at the junction of U.S. 6 and Iowa 64 just 

northeast of Des Moines. 






























WE TURN THE SOWS OUT from farrowing houses to feed and water. Some 
February days were so mild that the pigs, too, ventured out at two-days old. 










































THIS SOW HAD “FAUCETS” for all 
12 of her pigs. One sow with 13 and sev- ; ‘ 
eral with 11 had to have pigs shifted. The . . 
first 16 sows I tended saved an average of “ir 
10 pigs. The first 41 of our 69 sows and 
gilts averaged 9.5 pigs saved. Semi-Solid 
Sow Emulsion in gestation and lactation 
helps them handle big litters.

. E HAVE a 400-acre farm and feed an 

average of 340 Hereford beef cattle per 
year,” write Swanton Bros., of Bryant, 
lowa. “Because we use a lot of manure, follow 
a good rotation and maintain our lime levels, 
we felt this land would not respond profitably 
to applications of commercial fertilizer. 


“However, 4 years ago we noticed that our 
seedings weren't doing as well as they should, 
and although our corn yields averaged 80 bu., 
oats 60 bu. and clover hay 4 tons per acre, we 
still had to find a way to increase the yields, 
to feed 340 steers a year.
